Constitution - you are writing a document you 
want them to have, not one they want. We can 
no more wTite a ‘clean constitution than we can 
change the weather. 
“In fact, I don’t know that we can write a 
document that two-thirds of the Convention will 
approve. I only hope that we will be able to 
come up with a document that will be ‘clean’ 
enough that it would be worthy of passing, but 
political enough for the people to approve. 
“What do I mean political? Take the question 
of taxation. I f that isn’t political, then nothing 
is. The only fair tax to most people is the one 
that leaves them alone and taxes everyone else. 
Everything that comes up in the Legislature has 
political connotations, for it deals with and 
affects people. Every problem pertains to special 
interest, either individuals, groups or strong 
lobbys. So you can't take politics out of our 
constitution. 
Representative Tim Von Dohlen 
Rep. Von Dohlen is vice chairman of the 
House Arrangements Committee. 
“The work of our committee divides into three 
phases, 
the 
pre-convcntion, 
convention, 
and 
post-convention and a principal task is to have 
public input to the delegates and information 
out to the public on what is taking place. Our 
plans call for a dedicated effort so that all media 
can have for dissemination to the public all the 
information that is possibly available. 
“Representative Hale made a statement that I 
agree with whole-heartedly. I, too, feel that the 
amount of time it takes to study such a 
document is secondary to careful study and 
constructive debate. Wf want to be able to give 
the voters a well-debated and sound document, 
not one that was rushed through so we could be 
finished in HO. 70 or 90 days. But I do believe 
we can come up with a document we can send to 
the people.

at the same meeting in New Braunfels, 
covered three subjects on Thursday which were 
quite interesting. 
Ken Cloninger 
Cloninger of Shtll Oil Company covered “ The 
Energy Crisis-Real or Imagined?” 
Cloninger staunchly stuck by the side of the 
oil companies and said "it is real” and then gave 
some figures to prove his point. 
"As a nation with 16 percent of the World’s 
population, we use 33 percent of the world's 
energy, and our use increases every year. That 
means 
we 
make 
heavy 
demands 
on 
the 
petroleum industry to provide that energy. We 
must import 367,000,000 barrels of distillate fuel 
to satisfy our country’s needs this winter. 
“The oil from the Alaskan slope will be great, 
but we won’t begin receiving any of it until 1977 
or 1978. Refineries are being expanded but again 
it will be years before they can produce a 
surplus to keep abreas of the increase in 
demands each year. 
“ We do not have a crisis. What we actually 
have is the beginning of a continuing problem. 
And it probably will get worse before it gets 
better. 
“ Some people say if prices go high enough we 
would have plenty of gasoline. That just isn’t 
the case. The shortage is real. Back when the 
government clamped a lid on domestic prices, 
he companies looked to foreign exports for what 


they needed. Iii d oin g this, they naturally cut 
back on production at home. They were forced 
to curtail exploration due to lack of incentive. 
All of this has combined to the present day 
shortages.” 
Senator A. R. Schwartz 
Senator Schwartz is the chairman of the 
Texas Council on Marine Related Affairs, and he 
discussed “ Superports and Sunken Ships.” 
An avid protector of the coastal zone, Sen, 
Schwartz believes that superports will harm the 
area more than they will protect it. However, he 
believes that floating docks can be erected to 
offload oil from supertankers and pipe it into 
shore. 
“ This will prevent the disruption of marine 
life in those areas where tremendous dredging 
must be done to build a superport. And many 
persons feel this is true, for the recent meeting 
held for the public discussion of superports 
attracted more than 500 persons and several 
hundred had to be turned away due to a lack of 
spate. 
“Our coastal zone is fragile. It must be 
protected. 
For 
it 
to 
continue 
to 
provide 
recreation and livelihood for millions then we 
must stop the helter-skelter development, the 
pollution, the overcrowded conditions. We do 
not need more refineries along the coast. We do 
not need 50,000 homes on North Padre Island. 
We do not need any more subdivisions on any of 
the islands. 
"We 
need 
to 
exercise 
‘Coastal 
Zone 
Management' 
There is a distinct difference 


between ‘Coastal Zone Management’ and ‘land 
use’. We must learn to separate the two when 
we plan on controls. 
“ A booklet prepared by the Governor’s Office, 
Division of Planning Coordination, 
gives a 
comprehensive report on a “Texas 
Coastal 
Resources Management Program’’. 
“One of the management programs initiated, 
or to be initiated soon, is the sunken ships 
project. We plan to purchase three old Liberty 
ships and sink them in areas where they will 
provide food and shelter for fishing banks. 
“These will be different from the old cars used 
for such purpose several years ago. It was soon 
discovered that cars are light when they get in 
the water and they were found washed up on 
shore in many places. These ships will definitely 
not do that. 
“ Anyone wishing the above described booklet 
or other printing on the coastal zones may 
obtain them by writing the Texas Council on 
Marine Related Affairs, P. O. Box 2910, Austin, 
Texas.” 
Pam Giblin 
Miss Giblin is Chief Counsel for the Texas Air 
Control Board. 
Discussing “ Can We Survive the EPA?” Miss 
Giblin brought out some very stark points 
concerning the restrictions advocated by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 
“ First, 
EPA 
is 
directed 
by 
a 
single 
administrator appointed by the President. He 
does not answer to a board, nor to Congress. 
Neither does EPA have to publish notice of 
proposed changes like we do at the Texas Air 
Control Board. 
"Some 
of 
the 
EPA 
proposals 
include: 
elimination of many downtown parking spaces, a 
restricted lane for bus travel on 
freewasy, 
inspection of older cars, and gas rationing. 
“These requirements are not only for urban 
areas, they include smaller towns also. What 
EPA really wants is for every Texan to reduce 
the use of his car by a certain amount each year. 
“One point we in Texas are fighting EPA on 
is the ‘non-degradation* ruling. This means if 
any area is under the requirements set by the 
clean air act, then EPA says nothing can be 
done in that community to endanger that status. 
“ In other words, this means that if such a 
ruling 
is 
applied 
without 
change, 
rural 
development 
is 
down 
the 
drain 
over 
this 
country. 
And 
since 
we 
feel 
that 
rural 
development can be instrumental in alleviating 
many urban ills, we are filing suit against EPA 
to prevent this ruling from becoming a law-the 
arbitrary law of one man.”
